mission to the home is membership 
in the tmion for five years. The 
residents arc free from taxathni 
and are ^id pensions of $.2 a 
montli, besides receiving all neces¬ 
sary attention, clothing and otlier 
necessities. The cost |)er inmate 
.averages about $28 to $30 a month. 

The home is maintained by month¬ 
ly dues of IS cents a member. The 
property is now a valuable asset of 
the union. 

In the past few years there lia-s 
been an insistent demand- from the 
membership for a tension for old 
printers who arc not flomiciled at 
the home, and in 1907 a plan was 
adopted b>' an overwhelming vote, 
giving to men 60 years of age who 
are unable to work a pemsion of $4 
a week without time limit. This 
will become operative in .-Vugust, 
and the fund already accumulated, 
it is thought, will be sufficient to ex¬ 
tend tlte benefit without increasing 
tl»e cost. Many well-posted print¬ 
ers believe that this fund will event- 
iially develop into an out-of-work 
fund and supersede the system of 
free subbing.
